SHREVEPORT, La.—(NBA)-While 


the A. F. of L. and the C. I. O. battle to 
a showdown, the Big Four brother- 
hoods of American railroaders wage a 
major labor struggle of their own 
along the right-of-way of the Louisi- 
ana & Arkansas railway^ 


It is a conflict that began six'years 


ago, subsided' intermittently, 
flared 


anew Setember 19 with a strike call af- 
fecting 500 union trainmen. 


Sporadic violence has claimed seven 


lives. Bridge burnings, derailments, 
and sniping along the 300-mile main 
line of the road from Shreveport to 
New Orleans have taken uncstimated 
property toll. 


Initially, the troubles of the Louisi- 


ana & Arkansas Railway began in 1930, 
when Harvey W. Couch and bus broth- 
er, C. P. Couch, acquired the line. De- 
cision of the new management to in- 
a'ugurate altered • pay schedules and 
working rules met with immediate op-' 
.position of the Big Four .Brotherhoods. 


Repeated employer-employe nego- 


tiations proved fruitless. Evenluallyt 
strike ballots were taken and media- 
tion boards called in, but with no suc- 
cess. 


President^ Hoover at one time named 


emergency boards under the authority 
of the Railway Labor act to conduct 
mediation hearings. President Roose- 


. velt 'took the same step. 


In each case, however, officials of 


the road and employes deadlocked on 
a final settlement. Failure to break 
this impasse caused the Roosevelt 
board to withdraw recently from 
further action in the case. Violence 


®has flared sporadically, meanwhile. 


On September 28, shortly after the 


present strike was called, the crack 
New Orleans-bound passenger train 
was derailed near Winnl'ield, La., the 
birthplace of the late Huey Long, re- 
sulting in the death of Engineer H. 
Vaught and J. T. Lcmpscy, guard. Sev- 
eral other members of the crew were 
injured. 


Strikers contended the wreck was 


caused from excessive speed on a sharp 
curve. Railroad officials charged that 
a switch was deliberately thrown. 


Trainmen Are Attacked 


Less than a month later, October 20,

Public Administration, announcing the 
results of a two-year study of post- 
repeal problems over the week-end, 
said only a few of the 15 state liquor 
monopoly systems were "measuring 
up to expectations in serving the parti- 
cular needs of their states." 


The Institute of Public Administra- 


tion is a research agency in the field 
of government and public administra- 
tion affiliated with Columbia Univer- 
sity. 


The report added: 
"We are convinced that the best o: 


the state monopolies have in them 
greater potentialities for curbing the 
evils arising form the use of liquor 
than have-the best of the private li- 
cense systems." 


"The cardinal requirements for suc- 


cessful administration of a state store 
system," the report went on, "are tha 
it be administered by men who are 
free from political or commercial in 
fluencees; that in the jurisdictions 
where the sale of liquor by the package 
and by the drink, is permitted, the re- 
strictions be in keeping with the views 
of a majority of the citizens; and that 
among both administrators and legis- 
lators the aim of getting profits be 
definitely subordinated to that of pro- 
moting temperance and the general 
welfare."

'Fink Eye" Victim Should Use Own Towel and 


Keep Hands Clean

,A tissue which lines the eyelids and 


. runs out onto the eyeball is called the 


conjunctive. Inflammation of this tis- 
sue is known as conjunctives. Various 
types of germs may attack the eye and 
cause this kind of inflammation. 


, 
When the conjunctive becomes in- 


flamed, there, is a formation of pus, 
and the eyelids burn, smart, and turn 
red. This infection may spread to the 


: eyeball. The eye, when inflamed, us- 


ually becomes exceedingly senstive to 
light, and tears flood it constantly.. 


In the morning the eyelids will be 


found crushed together. Doctors treat 
this condition according to the type of 
germ that causes the inflammation, and 
to severity of the infection. 


3Pink eye is a common type of con- 


junctivitis. Shortly after this special 
-type of germ gets into the eyes, they 
become reddened. The lids are swol- 
len and puffy, and usually are glued 
together in the morning. Pink eye or- 
dinarily is spread by the use of a com- 


, mon towel or by soiled hands. 
. H the eyelids itch and smart, if they 
feel hot and heavy as though sand 
were underneath, the condition is prob- 


u ably conjuctivitis. Most patients get 


;_ rid of this ailment within a week, pro- 
, Vided proper attention is given to the 


,"i"-j0ccasionally symptoms are produc- 


ed by aver>expo&Jre" to ultraviolet 


( ray?, to the electric arc used in weld- 


ing,' or to the arc lights employed in 
motion picture-studios, The two last- 


' *Jiamed are -also forms of the ultra- 


violet. 


A he condition is caused by action of 


the rays on the eyes and disapeaprs if 
the exposure is stopped. In such cases, 
cold, compresses will soothe the eye, 
and the infection can be kept well un- 
der control by use of boric acid solu- 
tions. 


It is not well to take these ailments 


lightly, because they may progress and 
sertously threaten sight itself. The 
only way to be certain of the exact 


j character of such condition, is to have 
| the eyes examined by a competent 
j doctor, who understands not only the 
anatomy of the eye. but also the vari- 
ous effects upon it of infections of dif- 
ferent kinds. 


In some instances, eyes become in- 


fected by germs from the water in 
contaminated swimming pools. Germs 
which affect the eye may include not 
only the ordinary germ, the Koch- 
Wkeks bacillus, which causes pink eye, 
or a cetrain form of pneumococcus, 
but also various kinds of pus-forming 
germs and some of those which cause 
venereal infections. 


Physicians are able to prescribe much 


more powerful germicides than boric 
acid and, in that way, to bring the 
dangerous infections under control. 


Remember^ that it is easy for such 


germs to pass from one person to an- 
other. Persons with infected eyes I 
should use individual towels, and make 
certain the hands are always thorough- 
ly washed with soap- and water'before 
touching the eye.

Value of Bread 


The protective value of one loaf of 


bread is worth several plates of hot 
biscuits in warding off the deficiency 
disease, pellagra. 


Pellagra results from the lack of vita- 


min G. The disease usually breaks out 
in the spring, reaching its peaek in 
June. But this year, partly due to (be 
drouth, which cut down the amount 
of fresh vegetables on the farms, it 
reached its peak this fall. 


Certain common foods are particu- 


larly rich in the pellagra preventative 
vitamin. The best sources of the vita- 
min are lean beef, chicken liver, but- 
termilk, collards. fresh peas, turnip 
greens, and tomato juice, according to 
Miss Gertrude E. Conant, extension 
nutritionist. University of Arkansas 
College of Agriculture. Yeast is also 
an excellent source of vitamin G. and 
the disease is sehlum found inj'amilies 
who use it consistently. 


Even though these gren vegetables 


are good sources nf vitamin G, their 
portecticu value may be decreased by 
Ihe method of cooking. They should 
be cooked in a smal lamount of water,

Palos, Spain, when it was com- 
mandeered by order of Queen Isa- 
bella, to carry Christopher Colum- 
bus and his crew over the new 
westward 
passage to India.

was a 100-ton vessel, big enough 
only for Mediterranean trade, but 
Columbus picked it for its low 
draft and its ability to go through 
shallow passages in the strange 
waters he was to visit. 


The Santa Maria was not to last 


longer than one way to America. 
For, while the flagship lay off the 
coast of Hispaniola, now Haiti, it 
broke its mooring, was dashed 
upon a sand bank, and wrecked. 
The ship had to be broken down 
and a blockhouse, called Ft. Na- 
tivity, was built from its timbers. 
In this fort, 40 men were left with, 
supplies for one year, while Co* 
lumbus returned to Spain, on one 
of his other ships.
